1 . The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The prior art of record teaches the claimed invention substantially, but it fails to 
teach or suggest individually or in combination that a server automatically registers 
corresponding relationship between a first address and a second address which is 
included in an answer received from one of plurality of terminals responding to provide 
the answer in response to an interrogation request of the second address indirectly 
received from an original terminal, wherein the second address is not previously 
registered in the server prior to the interrogation request from the original terminal, and 
wherein the interrogation request is being broadcasted to the plurality of terminals from 
the server after directly received from the original terminal as set forth in independent 
claims 1-3, 6, 8, 11, 12, 14, 15, 40-53, 55, and 58-70. Claims 1-3, 6, 8, 11, 12, 14, 15, 
40-53, 55, and 58-70 are allowed because of the combination of other limitations and 
the limitation listed above.
